We have uot hud time to ln.ru by 
actual oxpurieuee um much about road 
can) an wo have concerning- the con- 
struction of highways, hut tbia part of 
tbo work most uot be couaidcred of leu* 
Importunes, write* A. A. Hope in The 
Outlook. Draiuage ia essential both for 
surface and fur uudcrstrncture, aud yet 
great cure ahonld be taken to ao arrange 
the gradea aa to avoid deep waahout* on 
the aurfuce or the loueeuiug of the foun- 
dation. 

Hedges of sufficient growth to protect 
the stirfuoe of the roud from the vio- 
lenoe of the wind will do a good deal to 
retain the duat, which plays ao impor- 
tant a part in bidding together the lay 
era of brokuu atone. Country byways, 
where the abouldera of a regularly con- 
structed macadam way of narrow width 
are allowed to grow over with a thiok 
covering of turf, will more firmly hold 
themaelvea and the roadbed in plaou by 
preventing the rutting of the aurface at 
the turnout plaoea for wagon* and by 
retaining in the roota of the gruaa Mufti- 
cient moiature to aaaiat in ocmeutiug 
Um whole into a aolid maaa. 

A moderate number of abade tree*

that is, the earth surface after having 
been cut to the proper depth and the 
soft places filled with aaud or fine bro- 
ken atoue— and each layer "shall be roll- 
ed with a roller of not less than five 
ton a weight- and sprinkled, and said 
sprinkling and rolling shall continue 
until a wagon with two inoh tires and 
carrying not leas than two cubic yards 
of stone can be hauled over it without 
making an appreciable rut." There is 
uo mistaking the meaning of the olauae. 

I always advocate a roller of not less 
tbau five tons weight, and prefer a 
horae roller. If the rook is an extremely 
hard material and does not biud well, 
theu a heavier roller can be used. I 
iy be peculiar in my preferences, but 
r experience with extremely heavy 
am rollers baa not been ail that could 
desired. In moat oases there is too 
much crushing of the material. If the 
contractor possesses a heavier roller than 
five tons, and, in my opinion, the ma- 
terial can stand it, he is at liberty to go 
head. 

My specifications Insist upon an en- 
tire absence of clay and loam in tha 
metaliug, but there is such a thing as 
going to the extreme in screening.
